‘ More than that, we want to r e ­ 
duce the day’s work of that one 
man to a normal length, eliminate 
tile unnecessary drudgery, and af­ 
ford him the conveniences and pleas­ 
ures that have made city l»fe at­ 
tractive. 
“ And still more. we must enable 
him to get greater production from 
the latid that he now farms, for lit­ 
tle new land is available, and the 
ever-increasing demands of the* na­ 
tion’s population must be taken care 
of by better use of the land we 
now have. 
“Can it be done? 
“Certainly- it is being done on 
many fa tins; modern methods, ma­ 
terial and machinery that will ac- 
co Oddish 
this 
are now 
available. 
Tried and proven, they stand ready 
to help the farmer produce bigger 
and better crop# in less time with 
less work at less expense.

ery'. farm life with all modern con­ 
veniences, farm life that is more at­ 
tractive, interesting and profitable 
is within our reach. 
“ Present-day 
methods 
of 
farm­ 
ing with power enable one man in 
a ten-hour day to plow' 
ten 
to 
twelve acres, cultivate fourteen to 
twenty, disc, drill, or harvest thir­ 
ty-five to forty acres, and do all 
other field work proportionately as 
fast. They enable hint to do his 
own shelling and separating, to fill 
his silo and handle other such jobs 
quickly and economically They re­ 
duce to ai minimum— in 
fact, 
on 
many farms have 
eliminated— the 
expense and work of feeding and 
caring for horses. 
“ Farm lighting plants not only 
furnish modern light, but with the 
equipment that may be used with 
them, remove the drudgery of milk­ 
ing, separating, churning, washing 
and scores of similar tasks, that 
‘take the joy out of Life’ on the 
farm, Yet 70 per cent of the farm 
homes still use kerosene lamps. 
“Transportation furnished by the 
motor truck is rapidly becoming a 
necessity to the successful farmer; 
the automobile brings the city near, 
with all 
ho advantages, both of 
pleasure and profit, that result. 
“Good seed, fertilizer, and intel­ 
ligent methods produce OO bushels 
of corn to the acre, wrhile 26 is the 
present average; the efficient farm­ 
er raises 2 5 bushels of wheat where 
others grow 15.

He borrows it, puts it 
to use, and in addition to his ow'n 
gain, the banker who loans it makes 
a profit. #h** community takes a 
step forward, and the nation pro­ 
gresses. 
“ When extensive tests have clear­ 
ly proven, as in some localities, that 
four dollars’ worth of fertilizer will 
increase the yield of an acre of 
wheat ten to twelfth dollars, why 
lose the add* d profit because one 
does not have the four dollars in 
cash. When farming

year, why do without them just be­ 
cause the cash is not on hand to 
pay for th^in* Under such a policy 
one is likely never to have the mon­ 
ey.
